FACTS YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT ELECTRICAL SHOCK 

The danger to life depends on the amount of current passing thru 
the muscles (especially the heart). DC is not as great a shock 
hazzard as*AC current, but DC arcs. are more persistent and will 
burn more severely*A DC. voltage below 140 volts has ne_er proved 
fatal, even whe. the skin resistanee is low. However, AC voltage 
can be fatal at that potential if it causes currents of 50 milliamps or 
more. 

Voltage is important only in that it determines how much current 
between. 100,000. and 600,000 ohms. AC currents of 100 to 200 
miliamps cause a fatal heart condition. known as ventricular 
fibrillation for which there is no.cure. Higher AC currents up to 3 
amps are not. fatal unless they are prolonged over one minute. 
However, they will-cause a loss of consciousness andssevere burns.

FIELD DAY! 


_ (Editor’s Note: FD is over but please read this anyway.) 


The June 1933 QST carried a one column announcement on page 
15 of the first ‘‘International Field Day” to be held June 10th and 
11th. The object was for portable stations to work as many other 
amateur stations as possible. Field Day was billed as international 
in character because several European amateur societies were 
also sponsoring FD’s on the same dates. Portable stations were not 
required to us n-commercial power though they did receive 
extra multipliers for doing so. Apparently back then, just setting up 
a portable station presented a sufficient challenge. 

Well here we are 46 years later and it’s Field Day again! The 
basic object of FD remains the same, to demonstrate amateurs 
ability to setup and operate stations under less than ideal con- : 
ditions at locations not normally equipped for radio com- 
munications. Back in the 30's, simply getting a station on the air at , 
a temporary site was a considerable challenge. Even in the early 
sixties, equipment was sufficiently heavy and power hungry to pose 
some difficulties. In the latter 70’s using light weight low power 
consumption equipment makes getting on the air relatively easy. 
The implications of FD to our emergency preparedness are, 
however, as cogentasever. i 

Some critics charge that Field Day is nothing more than another 
contest. They fear that the competitive aspects overshadow and 
detract from the emergency preparedness aspects. I do not share 
these sentiments. It seems to me that without the competitive 
nature of the F 
exercise at all. As I have already noted, merely setting up and 
operating a portable station in 1979 presents little challenge. The 
challenge is in setting up a station that performs better than other 


Stations. Not just any antenna will do, to be a contender requires an 


ANTENNA! Operator skills are crucial. Reception of signals in he 
presence of several transmitters, motor generators, etc. all located 
within a 1,000 foot diameter circle is not easy. Many groups are 
experimenting with computerized logging.

DX WITH W4MB 
The Ups and Downs of a Radio Wave. 

The fact that a radio wave is bent and returned to earth when it. | 
strikes the ionosphere gives us our long distance propagation. How - 
far this extends, for one return to earth, depends on only two fac- 
tors. One is the take-off angle from the earth, and the second is the 
height of the ionosphere layer. 

Curves for this are given in the ARRL Antenna Handbook. For 
example, for the lower E layer, a station with a wave angle of 20 
degrees will have a hop distance of about 300 miles, while one with’a 
high antenna and a wave angle of 6° will have a hop distance of 
about 900 miles. For a typical F layer, the distances are 1,500 and 
2,600 miles respectively. 


To communicate over longer distances at these wave angles 
requires multiple hops. This can occur, because the earth or sea is 
a reflector of radio energy, and bounces the down-coming signal up 
again. However,’on the average, these is about a 20 dB loss in 
energy at reflection, somewhat less if he reflection point is sea 
water, or more if it is mountain rock. On the average, each 
reflection causes four S-units loss in signal. 

To see what this amounts to, suppose wé are trying to work 
Australia, which is about 10,000 statute miles away. The signal 
taking off at 20° will require seven hops to get there, but the signal 
taking off at 6° will need only four. Assuming this last signal is 
S9+15 in Australia, the first will be at S2 — probably readable if

LETTER EDGED-IN-BLACK. Ye Scribe, and many other hams, have lost a real ole- 
timer of our hobby! W4BNI, Ralph F. Coady, Tampa, passed away later afternoon 
Friday, June Ist. He was digging a trench alongside of his house in effort to repair 
sanitation-sewer pipe. Next door neighbor noticed he was slumped on ground — rescue 
squad was notified, but evidently he had died immediately. Althno’ Ralph was born in 
Georgia, his parents moved to Arcadia area during his babyhood days — so he considered 
himself a native Floridian. In addition to being a ‘‘Ham”’, he worked for railroad — was a 
Station agent and Morse operator.

FLORIDA MIDDAY TRAFFIC NET

In preparing for the storm season which always besets southern Florida this time of 
year, the Florida Midday Traffic Net has established a SPECIAL SESSIONS DIVISION 
with Duke Dent, AF4R as Chairman and George Naftzinger, W4PPC as Vice Chairman 
This sysem would coordinate through the Miami Weather Bureau — where Miami Hams 
are assigned during emergencies — a corss reference of actual severe weather ob- 
servations from various areas throughout the state 

On April 30th this plan was tested with a call-up from Miami to FMTN headquarters on 
Lake Worth using two meters, whereupon, FMTN was called to order on 7247 kHz and 
placed on a severe weather watch which actually existed at that time. During this drill the 
Weather Bureau was not liaison because we were trying out the theory that FMTN could 
be activated via two meters — which worked well. 

We will cooperate with the Weather Bureau in furnishing information formulated from 
actual observation in a severe weather area. This will include sightings of funnel clouds, 
tornadoes, waterspouts, and the size of rain masses reported via two meters from field 
observers into FMTN representatives who would then forward such information to the 
Weather Bureau for confirmation 

While this plan is designed for the fast moving weather situation there will be a constant 
preparedness in the event of hurricanes

Anyone who has visited a major hamfest “flea market’’ in the 
" past Couple of years knows that a very dependalbe reciever can be 
had for tthe price of a half dozen cartons of cigarettes. It will 
probably be old, large, and heavy compared to ‘‘modern’’ 
receivers, and definitely will use vacuum tubes rather than tran- 
sistors. It may require some repair. However, spare tubes are 
usually available at the same flea market for pennies as are most 
of the other spare parts which may be needed. The circuitry is 
basic, easy to trouble-shoot with simple test equipment and, if the 
exact replacement part is not available, not critical. 

Simple CW transmitters or CW/AM phone rigs go for similar 
prices. For someone willing to do a little design and construction 
work, the price of a simple CW rig can be less than a tank of gas in 
the family car! Within the past month we have seen ‘‘boat anchors”’ 
offered for half the price of the panel meters alone, yet the ‘‘an- 
chor”’ contained literally everything needed for a half kilowatt CW 
rig. Conceded, such a rig might not be instant band switching, or 
“pocket portable’’. It might even require some ingenuity to make it 
acceptable in appearance to an XYL or stern parent but — think 
back ten, twenty or thirty years, depending on when you were first 
licensed. Didn’t we have those same problems them — except that 
one tube, or one meter might cost a day’s pay? For a prospective 
ham who is really pinched economically, an appeal to club mem- 
bers is likely to turn up an old BC348 or similar receiver anda small 
truckload of pars. 

The one point which probably should be stressed, whether the 
new ham is economically strapped or he is one for whom ‘“‘price is 
no object’, is that his receiver should be the best that he can afford. 
For the ham with a limited budget, a cheap, new receiver may bea 
very poor investment compared to the same amount invested in an 
older second or third hand one. For the new ham with no great 
worry about finances, that ‘‘inexpensive’’ receiver purchased ‘‘just 
to see if I really want to continue’”’ may just be the frustration which 
turns him off forever. 

Recently, as we well know, transceivers have been touted as the 
answer to every ham’s prayer. However, a great many of even the 
most ‘‘modern”’ transceivers are rather sick performance-wise on 
CW and a new novice may be turned off permanently after at- 
tempting to use one as a Station rig. 

Once the potential newcomer is convinced that he doesn’t need to 
go into hock to get on the air, he needs to be convinced that the FCC 
exam is not beyond his capability. For this reason, it may be well 

_ for clubs considering novice classes to limit the lower age to the 
junior high school level, and perhaps devise some simple math 
tests for the older prospects. For those who fail the math tests, a 


week or two of basic mathematics and algebra can reduce the drop 
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another prospective ham. Others will be satisfied to erase the 
previous session and record the new session on the same cassette. 
For erasure, it is recommended that the club use a ‘‘bulk eraser”’ 2 
as many recorders do not completely wip out the previous recor-~ 
ding. ” . 
Finally, a common problem in many, beginner classes is that ~ 
there are one or two “smart guys’” who know all the answers, — 
monopolize class time and attempt discussion of subjects beyond.

If at all possible, these should be spotted and” 
isolated into a separate class. Otherwise the rest of class will 
become discouraged and drop out. Some in the class are just 
naturally timid and, although they do not understand a point, will 
not raise a question. The tape recorders can be a real help to such " 
students. Class discussion can be recorded for playback in a more 
relaxed atmosphere at home. Questions can be recorded for the . .
